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Town Fathers Did 
Much Business At 
Council Meeting 


Many And important Were Matters 
Dealt With By Council At Monday 
Night’s Meeting—Mill Rate To Be 
Struck At Special Meeting. 


Monday night was council meeting 
night and the town fathers were 
plenty busy. 

One of the chief items was the 
water by-law. Ratepayers are re- 
minded that Thursday, June 15, is 
the date set for voting on this by-law, 
made necessary in order that the 
town may obtain the government 
loan with low interest rates. Passing 
of this by-law will mean a saving to 
the town of $1,750 annually in in- 
terest alone. 

Final approval was given to the 
request of the Northern Alberta Rail- 
ways for diversion of @ portion of 
Bear Creek. This will necessitate 
closing of a part of Fifth Avenue 
South, but the new railway bridge 
which will be built to replace the old 
structure will be a real asset to the 
town. 

In order to be absolutely fair to 
all those who want town work, a 
resolution was passed that all men 
wishing work must register with 
Town Constable Harper They will 
then be chosen with regard to resi- 
dence in town, preference being given 
to married men with families who 
need work. 

A by-law requiring all vehicles to 
come to a full stop ten feet from stop 
signs received three readings and 
was passed. Thus bicycles and horse- 
drawn vehicles as well as motor 
vehicles must stop, look and listen 
for passing traffic. 

The condition of the crossings was 
described as deplorable by the chair- 
man of the works committee, who 
asked for suggestions as to the best 
method of dealing with this ever- 
recurring problem. ~Tar sands, or 
salt, from Fort McMurray, gravel and

T. C. Main of Winnipeg, general 
manager of Ducks Unlimited; Colonel 


Newcomen, Edmonton, manager of 
the Alberta branch of the organiza- 
tion, and Dr. Alexander Bajkov of 
Winnipeg, biologist, spent Wednes- 


day of last week in the district, pay- 
ing special attention to the Clairmont 
and Kleskun Lakes, with a view of 
damming the latter and making it a 
waterfowl production centre. 

Interviewed by The Tribune, Mr. 
Main stated that after looking over 
Kleskun Lake he could not imagine 
anyone attempting to turn the lake 
bottom into a farming area, adding: 
“We realize that this land has been 
‘purchased, but when the proper time 
comes Ducks Unlimited will be pre- 
pared to spend money to rehabilitate 
the lake for a waterfowl] factory. 

Colonei Newcomen, who delivered 
a most instructive address in Grande 
Prairie some time ago on fish and 
game conservation, said: ‘I am 
deeply grateful for the support which 
the organization and myself person- 
ally have reecived from the local 
Fish and Game Society and from 
people generally at Grande Prairie 
and throughout the district.” 

He further said that he would be 
grateful to anyone who would send 
in to him a description of water and 
nesting conditions. 

Dr. Bajkov, who is a noted aquatic 
biologist, specializing in fish culture, 


and who checked up on the food 
value for ducks in both lakes, re- 
marked: “Il have never seen better 
waterfowl food in my _ experience, 


especially in Kleskun Lake.” 

The visitors were accompanied out 
to the lakes by Dan Wishart, presi- 
dent of the local fish and game or- 
ganization,

ROUGH ROAD TO HOSPITAL 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 
During the past week I had occa- 
sion to make two trips to the Grande 
Prairie Municipal Hospital with a 
patient for that institution. After 
travelling approximately twenty-five 
miles of deplorably rough roads to 
reach the Grande Prairie highway, 
we had fairly smooth riding until we 
reached the road that leads from 
your main street in Grande Prairie 
to the hospital. Here we encountered 
what I consider one of the most dis- 


graceful conditions that could pos-— 


sibly exist in your fair little city. 
Deep ruts with seemingly bottomless 
holes, with the track going from one 
side of the road to the other, go to 
make up the worst piece of road that 
a sick person will ever be obliged to 
cover in trying to reach a bed of 
relief and comfort. 

Surely something can be done by 
the powers that be to correct this 
deplorable condition. Surely you 
have a mayor and a council that are 
not that careless about a street that 
passes two of the loveliest houses to 
be found anywhere in the Peace 
River country. Surely if necessary 
you could ask for a tractor and road 
grader to come and rectify this ter- 
rible street. Or, for that matter, I 
think if the truth were known there 
are dozens of farmers not five miles 
from Grande Prairie that would re- 
pair the street free of charge. Or 
will the people of Grande Prairie and 
district have to wait until one of 
your city officials is stricken with 
sickness and compelled to take a ride 
over this street before they will 
realize its condition. Our suggestion 
is that someone in Grande Prairie 
wake up and see, because this can 
only be a matter of gross neglect on 
the part of someone. Let’s have an 
easy ride to the hospital for people 
who are suffering pain and in some 
cases may be taking their last auto- 


mobile ride.

asphalt, as well as wood, were dis- 
cussed as materials for crossings, the 
decision hinging somewhat on 
whether crossings were to be built 
for the benefit of motorists or 
pedestrians. The matter was left in 
the hands of the works committee, 
the choice lying—of financial necess- 
ity—between gravel and wood. A 
suitable place to store machinery and 
supplies for the works department 
was also under discussion. 

The barricade erected at the south 
end of town opposite the residence 
of Mayor Lawlor will be removed 
and placed to good advantage along 
the brow of the hill opposite Dr. 
O'Brien's residence, it was decided. 
Objections had been made to the 
closing of the street. 

The use of the town park to stage 
a July First sports, instead of on the 
Exhibition Grounds, was requested 
by J. Kerr, representing the Grande 
Prairie Athletic Association.

One sentence of this descriptive 
and somewhat poetic dissertation 
captured my fancy because of its 
being so typical of the radical re- 
former's outlook. It reads: “The 
well-kept lawns and _ comfortable 
homes of Elbow Park made us realize 
how simple it would be to provide 
beautiful habitations for every Cana 
dian.” To me that “how simple” is 
very intriguing and provocative. 

I have lived in the Elbow Park dis- 


trict and fully agree with the 
description of its charm and the 
beauty of its homes. But those 


homes did not arise from the foothill 
soil by political magic.

evening after a rain is the id@éal time 
to spread bait. Failure with poison 
occurs when there is a combination 
of cold dry soil and a thick stand of 
tender seedlings. 

The bait that has been recom- 
mended by Mr. King is 50 pounds 
bran, 1 pound Paris green and half 
a gallon of cane molasses, together 
with all the water that can be added 
without its seeping away. Spread 
thinly by hand or with a cyclone 
seeder, flaking it out thinly and 
evenly. Thus applied, 20 pounds will 
cover an acre. Repeat applications 
may be needed in gardens. 

Mr. King is experimenting with 
various baits, seeking to combine 
some substance to keep the bait moist 
and appetizing so that if not eaten 
promptly it may still be effective. 

It was surprising to learn that only 
cane syrup should be used. For some 
reason beet molasses is not attractive 
to cutworms. There is doubt as to 
the source of certain supplies of 
molasses locally available. All these 
points go to explain the disappointing 
experience many people have had at 


times with cutworm baiting and 
justify further research into the 
problem.

|NEW LEGISLATION 
DESIGNED TO IMPROVE 


CANADIAN CHEESE 
The Cheese and Cheese Factories 
Improvement Act which has been 
|passed by the Dominion Parliament 
is not only designed to improve con- 
ditions in Canadian cheese factories 
but to raise the proportion of high 
scoring cheese produced in Canada. 
The milk producerg who supply milk 
| to cheese factories in which 93 and 94 
score cheese is manufactured will 
benefit to the extent of two cents per 
;pound for 94 score and one cent per 
|pound for 93 score. 
| Naturally the cheesemaker has a 
great deal to do with the quality of 
the cheese which is marketed. The 
jmilk producer, however, must co- 
|}operate to the fullest extent as no 
|cheesemaker can make high scoring 
cheese unless he has clean, pure milk 
which has been properly cooled, to 
start with. 

An important section of the Act 
deals with assistance to owners of 
factories who wish to improve their 
!cheese ripening rooms in existing 
‘factories. Proper insulation and re- 
'frigeration have been found essential 
in ripening rooms if first quality 
cheese is to be produced. The Act 
also provides for assistance up _ to 
|one-half the cost of enlargement, in- 
jsulation and mechanical refrigeration 
of ripening rooms. Factory owners 
wishing to take advantage of this 
feature of the Act are advised to 
apply to the Associate Director, Dairy 
Products Division, Market Service, 
Dominion Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa, or write to the same address 
| for complete information about the 
{new Act. 

The principal purpose of the Act is 
to maintain and improve the position 
}of Canadian cheese on the United 
Kingdom market, where for many 
}years the best type of Canadian 
|cheese has been rated as the finest 
|Cheddar cheese imported from any 
|}country and where most of the fac- 
tory cheese made in Canada is sold. 


| IMPORTANT DECISION 


TO DAIRY INDUSTRY 


A legal decision of importance to 
the dairy industry and to purchasers 
of dairy products in Canada has been 
handed down by The Appeal Court of 
;Manitoba. The court has ruled that 
the provisions of The Dairy Industry 
Act are within the jurisdiction of the 
Parliament of Canada. This decision 
is the result of a prosecution taken 
by the Dairy Products Division, Mar- 
keting Service, Donmfinion Departmen: 
of Agriculture, against the Perfection 
|Creameries, Ltd., of Winnipeg for 
having manufactured butter contain- 
ing more than 16 per cent water. 

The trial was held on Nevember 3, 


1938, at which time counsel for the 
defense argued that the power to 


enact that particular section of The 
Dairy Industry Act which was 
deemed to have been violated was 


Parliament. under authority 
British North American Act. Defense 
counsel maintained it was purely an 
enactment dealing with property and 
civil rights and as such exclusively 
within the legislative competence of 


The stated case on the question of the 
validity of the legislation was pre- 
sented by the magistrate. 

The Appeal Court of Manitoba held 
that the purpose of the legislation in 
question was to protect the public 
from dishonesty or fraud and was in 
effect “criminal law.” As such the 
Parliament of Canada has authority 
under The British North America Act 
to enact and enforce such legislation 
with the provinces. It was ruled that 
subsection 2 of section 6 of The Dairy 
Industry Act is within the powers of 
the Dominion.

METHOD OF CONTROL | 
CABBAGE MAGGOTS 


At this time of the year the cab- 
bage maggot, which attacks cabbages, 
cauliflowers, turnips, radishes, and 
imilar plants, is active. It can be 
controlled by the use of corrosive 
sublimate diluted in water at the rate 
of one ounce to 10 gallons, An im-| 
portant point is that the sublimate 
should be mixed in glass, earthen- 
ware, or wooden vessels, because it 
loses much of its strength when 
brought into contact with metals. 

Two or three days after the plants 
have been set out in the field the 
solution should be poured over the | 
stem and around the base of each} 
plant, using about half a cupful per 
plant. Care should be taken to wet 
the stems thoroughly, as well as the 
soil immediately surrounding the 
base. Two subsequent applications 
should be made, the second seven 
days after the first application and 
the third seven days later, making 
three treatments in all. 

In the case of radishes, the solu- 
tion should be poured over the young 
plants about three days after they 
appear above ground, and a sevond 
enplication should be made a week 
Inter. Radishes should not be treated 
with the solution when they are 
nearly ready for use, as corrosive 
sublimate is a deadly poison to 
human beings and animals. Great 
care should be taken in its use at all 
times.

FREECOM OF EXPRESSION 
DESIRABLE 


I have often thought that civil 
servants working under our govern- 
mental bodies should have equal 
rights with ali other citizens to praise 
or blame their governments. Nothing 
is more conducive to sanitation than 
sunlight. Nothing would be healthier 
for public affairs than the light of 
full publicity. If my interpretation 
of a clipping from the recent paper 
is correct, Russia has recently given 
her civil servants or the people have 
decided to give themselves the right 
to criticize their government. Sub- 
jects of dictators criticize only at the 
risk of loss of life. Subjects of capi- 
talistic states often only criticize at 
the risk of the loss of their jobs. The 
criticism of citizens of a Co-operative 
Commonwealth would be welcome. 
If it were wrong, it could be refuted; 
if it were right and changes were 
shown to be desirable, then the whole 
nation would be the gainer. 


I wish to thank for his interesting 
letter the business man, who does not 
sign his name or address, but says: 
“At the present stage of my family 
fortunes I cannot afford to have it 
known that I am even pink.” I wish 
there were time to d with the de- 
tails of your letter over the air. This, 
at anyrate, ought to be said: Recent 
foes aby toward a higher standard of 

ving for the masses in Scandinavian 
countries and New Zealand have 
been made along the socialistic path- 
way. We, therefore, take it for 
granted that the general welfare of 
the people of Canada will be im- 
proves in a similar manner. I believe, 

owever, that I am _ interpreting 
C.C.F. opinion correctly when I say 
that the ideal of the C.C.F. is a better 
nation, better homes, and better 
people. Also that if there were any 
other way better than the socialistic 
way to achieve that end, the C.C.F. 
would gladly take it. 

I believe, however, that the social 
ideal of “each for all and all for 
each” is the path most likely to lead 
us-toward our common good, and that 
the individualistic ideal of “everyone 
for himself” has for the overwhelm- 
ing majority largely failed.

Eventually the order is placed and 
the work really begins for the suc- 
cessful designer. A scale model of 
the machine is made and tested in the 
wind tunnel. This will confirm the 


jestimated performance as given by 


the earlier calculations, and it will 


| probably be used to test the stability 


of the aircraft. 
If the aeroplane is to be a flying 


| boat, a model of the hull is made and 
|tested in the water tank at speeds 
}cor responding to those of the full- 


sized machine up to the speed at 
which it leaves the water. Another 


'model which may be required is one 


which reproduces to scale not only 
the shape of the aeroplane but also its 
weight and its centre of gravity. This 
is tested in the “spinning” tunnel 
The wind tunnel does not spin round 
but the model may. If it does spin 
round the designer learns what will 
be the control qualities of the aero- 
plane at speeds below that of stalling. 
Any or all of these models may sug- 
gest alterations to the designing staff 
If the aeroplane is to resemble some 
existing one which has already flown, 
the models may not be needed; if it 
is a completely new type a great deal 
may be learned from them. Finally 
a full-sized model or “mark-up” of 
the pilot’s cockpit and cabin is built 
of wood and brown paper. Into this 
are built seats, controls, instruments 
and all the equipment of a modern 
plane. The customer’s representa- 
tives are invited to inspect this and 
to criticize it. They make full use 
of the invitation. Further alterations 
are made and at last the design can 
go ahead with all the main problems 
solved, Several months may have 
passed before this point is reached, 
and until it has been successfully 
passed little can be done in designing 
the details of the machine. The work 
is then divided up into sections and 
each section is in the hands of a 
senior and experienced draughtsman 


|If it is a large aeroplane there may

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jmembers of the structure, the 


draughtsmen are employed in mak- 


ing drawings of every part. Technical 
clerks go through all the drawings as 
they are made and make lists of the 
material which will be needed in the 


construction, 


For some parts of the structure the 


chief designer may decide that a 
specimen part, which may be only a 
short length of strut or may be a 
complete wing, should be built and 
tested under loads of sand bags until 
it breaks. Gradually the drawings, 
of which there may be many hun- 
dreds, are issued to the workshops 
Here there are arranged in the cor- 
rect order for prodction, 

Special tools may be needed, and 
these have to be designed and made. 
Eventually small parts begin to col- 
lect in the “finished part” store, 
awaiting asseribly. At the right time 
the assembly of the first machine 


|begins. This will bring more work 


to the drawing office as small errors 
are discovered, It rarely ever hap- 
pens that every part has been so de- 
signed that they all fit together in 
perfect harmony. Moreover, when 
the aeroplane begins to take shape, 
improvements may suggest them- 
selves to the designer. He must de- 


jcide whether he will incorporate 


these ideas at once, even though it 
may mean scrapping some of the 


jparts already made. At last the 
jmachine.is finished: Every part has 
|been made and all the parts have 
|been checked by inspectors whose 
}task is to look for divergencies from 


the original drawings, and for faulty 
workmanship of every kind. 

Then comes the designers’ biggest 
check. The finished aeroplane is put 
on the seales and weighed, and _ its 
centre of gravity is determined. The 


lrecorded results ought to come, and 


often do come, close to the designers’ 
original estimate. 

The biggest and most nerve- 
racking test has still to come—the 
first flight. Some chief designers in- 
sist on going up on the first test; 
others take a holiday. The aeroplane

CBC TO TELL STORY OF 
WHEAT IN FALL SERIES 


WINNIPEG, June 5,.—Working 
from a base in Winnipeg, centre 
of the greatest wheat-growing 
territory in the world, the Cana- 
dian Broadcasting Corporation 
has begun an elaborate and 
carefully planned scheme _ of 
actuality and scripted broadcast- 
ing to cover the world-encircling 
“Story of Wheat.” 

From the day the prairie 
farmer takes his seeders out to 
the newly tilled fields, to the day 
the Liverpool buyer receives his 
shipments of ‘Manitobas,” the 
story of this most essential of all 
commodities will be traced min- 
utely. 

Graham McInnes, author, 
journalist, and CBC script- 
writer, was in Winnipeg last 
week making the first actuality 
recordings for the series which 
he plans to deliver on the national 
network around Thanksgiving 
Day next fall. 

Nothing will be left out in the 
“Story of Wheat.” The hazards 
of rust, drought and grasshoppers 
will be discussed; farmers, ele- 
vator men, railway men and 
brokers will be interviewed; CBC 
microphones will follow_ the 
wheat as it moves by rail and 
steamship from Winnipeg to Port 
Arthur, through the Great Lakes 
and the Welland Canal, to Mont- 
real and finally across the seas 
to Liverpool. 

Sound recordings will include 
the babel of voices on the trading 
floor of the Winnipeg Grain Ex- 
change, world’s greatest wheat 
centre; the sound of machinery 
as the wheat is seeded, reaped, 
threshed; farm sounds — cattle, 
fowl, swine, sheep; the activity 
at Port Arthur docks and on 
board the Great Lake steam- 
ships; and many other features of 
the “wheat trail’ all the way 
from Canada’s central plains to 
Montreal and the Atlantic, Van- 
couver and the Pacific. 

Mr. McInnes used mobile 
equipment to gather his “sound- 
pictures” in and about Winnipeg. 
He will be at work on his script 
for the better part of the summer 
in various parts of Canada, co- 
operating with CBC's Special 
Events Department, under R. T. 
(Bob) Bowman.

Use Oil Bait For 
The Red-Backed 
Cutworms 


BEAVER LODGE, June 5. — Baits 
consisting of bran and poison mois- 
tened with light lubricating oil are 
proving very effective for killing 
red-backed cutworms and_= saving 
crops in the Peace River’ area, 
Clear-cut demonstration of the spe- 
cial value of such baits under the 
conditions found in this region has 
already been given by experiments 
that are being made in cooperation 
with the Dominion Experimental 
Substation here, states K. M. King, 
in charge of the Dominion Entomo- 
logical Laboratory, Saskatoon, Sask., 
who is conducting this research. 
These results have been secured since 
the recent report upon the field men’s 
conference at Beaver Lodge. 

Eighty to ninety per cent kills of 
red-backed cutworm have been 
secured in a single night's use of this 
bait, both in grain and in alfalfa. 
Sixty to sixty-five per cent kills have 
also been secured with the older 
type of bait of bran poison, cane 
molasses and water, when broadcast 
early on a warm evening, or wher- 
ever the cutworms are coming above 
ground to feed. Oil bait, however, 
has several advantages: it does not 
dry out and hence remains equally 
attractive for several days after 
spreading, or until there occurs a 
heavy rain or dust storm; it can be 
spread any time during the day, pro- 
vided weather conditions are suit- 
able; if kept in a dry place, it may 
be stored indefinitely, ready for use 
when needed, 

Caution: Poison bait is deadly and 
should be kept locked up, safe from 
children or livestock. It is perfectly 
safe, however, after it is properly 
spread, 


Formula 
Bran, 100 pounds, 
Sodium fluosilicate, 4 pounds. 
Oil, 2 gallons, 


Any lightweight mineral oil can be 
used, such as No, 10 or 20 lubricating 
oil. Note: Crankcase draining must 
not be used, as it is repellent to the 
cutworms. 

The oil and poison are mixed to- 
gether thoroughly, and kept stirred, 
The mixture is then slowly worked 
into the bran until every particle is 
moistened evenly. This may be done 
jin a large tub, or on a cement floor, 
working with a rake. 

This quantity is sufficient to treat 
/from 5 to 10 acres or more, The bait 
should be evenly broadcast, as thinly 
las possible. Most people use far 
more bait than is necessary. 

Four pounds of white arsenic or 
|two pounds of Paris green per 100 
}pounds of bran may be used for the 
| poison. When this is done, however, 
the oil used must be good grade 
sulphur-free oil, in the original con- 
tainer. Even a small amount of sul- 
| phur will neutralize an arsenical 
poison so that it will not kill. The 
sodium fluosiliacte poison does not 
|have this disadvantage. 

Oil bait can be used to great ad- 
|vantage to save gardens from the 
|cutworm,

“Research is continuing to yield 
jmany new industrial uses for soya 
|beans, corn and synthetic wool from 
skim milk. Virtually no comparable 
seentific work is being done with 
wheat, although the United States 
Government and the Ford labora- 
tories are commencing to direct at- 
tention to this cereal. 

“Expansion of markete for wheat 
jis the West's greatest problem today. 
Science has found an answer to many 
industrial problems and it may hold 
a solution to the surplus wheat 
problem. 

“One of the most interesting of new 
discoveries is the manufacture of silk 
stockings from substances derived 
from coal, air and water. This syn- 
thetic silk, called “nylon,” is claimed 
to be superior to silk. Two factories 
are about to be erected at a cost of 
$11,000,000 which will bring this new 
product onto the «market early in 
1940. A new type of plastic called 
“lucite” is being made from the same 
basic substances as “nylon.” Lucite 
is 4 crystal-clear product similar to 
glass. Tubes made of “nylon” will 
cause a beam of light to go around 
corners, It is unbreakable and is 
lighter and clearer than glass, and 
permits penetration of ultra violet 
rays. 

“Soya beans received the greatest 
degree of attention at the meeting. 
The production of this legume is 
‘teadily increasing in the United 
States Last year 59,000,000 bushels 
were produced and this year 
8,000,000 acres will be planted. It is 
only in the last decade that large 
quantities of this plant have been 
grown in the United States. Increased 
production followed the discovery of 
new industrial uses for soya bean oil 
for plastic materials. 

“Ten bushels of soya beans will be 
used in the manufacture of each car 
produced in 1940 by one of the largest 


|}motor car manufacturers operating in 


the United States and Canada. They
